Texas open m eeting 
law has n ew "b ite ” 


It Is now generally felt t h a t the 
1967 Texas Open Meetings Law has 
new teeth as a result of the April 21 
4th Court of Civil Appeals* decision 
on a two-year-old West Texas school 
annexation dispute. 
At issue was th e annexation of 
Toyah, Texas school district by 
the 
larger Pe c o s-Barstow consolidated 
district. The three-judge court said 
that "a meeting that saw the district 
annexed was ii legally hel d — be­ 
cause it was closed to the public." 
The case was argued in Sa n An­ 
tonio on March 18 in the firstappeals 
court test of the state *s four-year -old 
Open Meetings Law. "The annexa­ 
tion meeting was not held in confor­ 
mity with the statutory mandate,'1 the 
appeals court held. 
"The R e e v e s 
board was authorized to act ONLY 
at a meeting which was open to the 
public." 
When the March 5, 1969, meet­ 
ing opened, the text of the c a s e 
states, the chairman of the 
Reeves 
board announced that only the mem­ 
bers of the boards of the Toyah and 
Pecos districts, with their attorneys, 
would be allowed to be present in 
the meeting room. All interested ci­ 
tizens who desired to be present 
at 
the'meeting were excluded from the 
meeti ng room and were required 
to 
walt outside in the corridors. 
After 
presentation of arguments for and a- 
gainst annexation, all persons other 
than members of the Reeves B o a r d 
were compelled to leave the meeting 
room. 
Members of the Reeves Board then 
discussed the matter and, still 
with 
all other persons excluded, voted in 
favor of the annexation proposal. 
The opinion delivered and 
filed 
on April 21 by Carlos C. Cadena , 
Associate Justice, stated: 
" O p e n 
meeting legislation has taken three 
forms in several s t a t e s . . . 
The 
third type of statue imposes sanctions 
for its violations, but is silent 
con­ 
cerning the validity of a c t i o n 
at 


closed meetings. The Texas 
statute 


falls into this category, since, in a d ­ 
dition to providing t h a t a 
citizen 


may enjoin the holding of c l o s e d 


meetings or may compel theadmlssion 


of the public to meetings of govern­ 


mental bodies by mandamus, it 
im­ 
poses criminal liability 
on members 


of governmental bodies who 
know­ 


ingly participate in the holding of a 
meeting from which the public is ex­ 
cluded, but contains no language re­ 
lating to the validity of a c ti o n at 


such m eeting." 
The opinion points out that where, 


as in Texas, the legislature has pre­ 


scribed sanctions for violations of the 
open meeting statute, 
b u t has not 


provided for subsequent judicial in­ 


validation of action t a k e n behind 
closed doors, the d e c i s i o n s have 


reached contradictory r e s u l t s .

cites California 
a n d 
Pennsylvania 


conclusions, the basic disagreements 


between them, and between appel­ 


lants and appellees In this case. 
It continues: "It must be remem­ 


bered that the Reeves Board is but a 


political sub-division of the State of 


Texas.

and 


that the members C A N 
PE R F O R M 
N O V A L ID ACT EXCEPT AS A 
B O ­ 
DY AT M E E T IN G S PROPERLY C O N ­

general rule is applicable

governing bodies of school districts. 


Article 6252-17, supra, 
unambigu­ 
ously prohibits the holding of closed 


meetings by governmental bodies un­

on in executive session.

to this case, since none of the sta­ 
tutory exceptions are applicable, the

Today s Subject: The Human Price of Drug Use 


There are probably several different ways of looking at and 
examining the human price of drug abuse, because there are 
so many hundreds of ways That it can affect personal and 
family life and individual futures. 
It would seem obvious that anything which withdraws a 
person from society in general would have large potential for 
adversity And, perhaps more than anything else which is hap­ 
pening, the drug movement in our country definitely withdraws 
its followers from normal society. 
It's hard to separate the drug problem from the social 
scene. Young people often feel opportunity is limited to them 
and so drugs offer a means of withdrawal from a society they 
find too impersonal. Drugs also offer a withdrawal from the 
competitive aspects of society one cannot compete in the drug 
state. Youngsters often want to avoid getting involved in the 
‘‘games" that mark our society. They would prefer getting 
pleasure in ways in which they find it unnecessary to compete 
against established values. 
And so, regardless of the initial reason for experimenting 
w ith drugs, the user always winds up with far more real trouble 
than he ever had when he was seeking his personal escape 
from the daily realities of life 
The actual monetary cost of using any drugs is a constant­ 
ly increasing factor, but the effects on human life are much 
more staggering and heartbreaking. One psychiatrist at a well 
known university says, “ I've picked up the broken pieces of 
young people in trouble from using drugs 
. it is anything but 
pleasant,” 
Exactly how many youths are getting themselves in trouble 
by abusing drugs is impossible to count, as there is no prac­ 
tical accurate measure. But. it is a well known fact that courts 
ver the country are becoming inundated with drug violation 
•ases, and this would seem to point up the vast number of 
people who are using drugs, if only on a trial basis. 
A drug conviction in court is ‘‘on the record” and the single 
fact that there was a conviction is a difficult thing to live down. 
Aside from this, individual reaction to drugs is so varying that 
just one experiment can lead a person to a long term depend­ 
ency on the use of certain drugs. And, to argue that some drugs 
have not proved permanently harmful is ridiculous in view of 
the case histories which show- that the least harmful often lead 
one to the most horrifying drug use. in the search for bigger 
and better thrills and reactions. 
Remember when the alcoholic was looked on simply as a 
social outcast, a weakling who was shunned and looked down 
on and left for the most part alone to kill himself off’ That 
was an easy “out” for society . . . ignore it . . . look the other 
way when the “ drunk” touched our lives. Now, of course, alco­ 
holism is looked upon as a disease and treated accordingly. 
Why? Because there are approximately 6,000,000 alcoholics in 
this country alone! 
It would seem that we waited too long to take effective 
treatment measures against alcoholism, for now it has a gigan­ 
tic hold on many, many people. Perhaps in years to come med­ 
ical science will find a single answer, but it is safe to say it 
may take many years. 
So, let’s not “ look the other way” on the national drug 
problem, feet's face it, recognizing that it is definitely a big 
problem, and face up to the measures we must take to combat 
it. The first and most important thing in fighting any enemy is 
KNOWING all you can possibly learn about his nature. Thus, 
education on the subject of drugs is of prime importance! 
Be with me next week for another discussion, won't you9

To 
the rancher it mi g h t mean 
leaving enough glass on the 
land for the same pur pos e . 
Actually soil management is 
the an of keeping the soil in 
a healthy condition so it can 
produce crops for f ood and 
clothing. 
Soil Is dynamic in nature. 
It is changing all the t i m e . 
One day it may be too wet 
and in a few day’s too dry. At 
the beginning of a crop s e a ­ 
son it may test high in plant 
food and near the end it may 
be very low. When crop re ­ 
sidues are returned to the soil. 


there nay not be enough avai­ 
lable nitrates to feed the bac­ 
teria sr* their growth rate 
is 
siouxd down resulting in a slew 
decomposition of the crop re­ 
sidues, Tile se are just a few 
of the things that take p l a c e 
within the soil within short 
periods of time. 
Tlx basis for soil manage­ 
ment begins with a soils rn ap 
which lists the different kinds 
of land. This map is prepar­ 
ed on an aerial photograph by 
a toil scientist who goes over 
the land and r e c o r d s 
facts 
such as depth, texture,

meability, slope and erosion, 
and other features necessary 
for soil classification.

the essentials for micro-organism 
metabolism. These essentials in­ 
clude P amino benzoic acid, Ribo 
flavin. Thiamine. Biotin, Nicotinic 
acid 
Manganese, Boron, Molyb 
denum, Iodine and others. These 
essentials are carried in a catalyst 
— a promoter of change without 
itself appreciably changing— that 
is an abstract from blue green 
alg ae (sometimes referred to as 
Nitrogen platy crystals). 


Q: How effective is MEDINA Soil Ac­ 
tivator in promoting the kinds, 
numbers and activity of soil micro­ 
organisms?

Water Depth 
Levee type ponds should 
be constricted so as to main­ 
tain a water depth b etween 
three feet and six feet.

A three f oo t 
minimum depth is needed to 
maintain a suitable water tem­ 
perature during the summer 
and to control cattail, b u l l ­ 
rush and ether aquatic v e g e ­ 
tation. 
Embankment Construction 
Levees should be construct­ 
ed with a slope of 3d od the 
water side and 2:1 on the out­ 
side. 
Large ponds which par­ 
allel the prevailing wind di­ 
rection for long stretches will 
probably need a flatter Inside 
slope to keep wave action e- 
rcalor, to a minimum. 
The base of the 
l e v e e 
should be clear of all t r e e s , 
stumps, limbs and roots so a 
water-tight bond between CLH 
and base will be made. Clay 
subsoils with a sandy topsoil 
need a core trench four feet 
wide and deep enough to pen­ 
etrate the Impervious subsoil 
to prevent lateral seepage. 
A levee on at least one 
ride of each pond should be 
wide enough for a road . 
It 
should have the necewuy top­ 
ping, either sand, gravel, ca­ 
liche ck shell, to make it an 
all-weather road. 
Remember 
the fish have to be fed daily. 
Slick, muddy clay levees can 
make this a difficult c hore 
during wet weather.

The roach.- ay not only must 
accomodate a truck or a farm

Feed has to be 
unloaded; nets, seines 
and

will be handled at the side of 
the vehicle. Wide levees are 
more expentfve to construct; 
however, a workable, 
labor­ 
saving system mujt be c o n ­ 
structed to have an efficient, 
competitive operation. 


Road Botte rn 
Borrow ditches should 
be 
located outside the pond, or 
if inside, gently graded into 
the pond bottom to 
permit 
seining. 
Mon fish harvesting is do­ 
ne by periodically seining un­ 
dr tined poods. 80-90%of the 
fish may be removed from the 
ponds this way. The remain­ 
ing 10-20^0 is harvested 
by 
complete drainage of 
the 
paid. Therefore, it is imper­ 
ative that the pond bottom be 
clean and smooth. 
The entire bottom of the 
paid should be free of trees, 
stumps, brush and other d e b- 
ds. The bottom should be 
graded and sloped into a har­ 
vest basin. The basin is l o ­ 
cated at the drainpipe. 
It 
should be approximately two 
feet deepstr than the surround­ 
ing area arid cover about I 0®H» 
of the pond bottom. 


SUMMARY 
Good natural resources of 
tight soils, fairly flat t o p o ­ 
graphy and a good water sup­ 
ply are eaentlal to having a 
successful fish farm.

If a farmer I a c kl 
any one of these resources — 
good soils, good topography, 
a good water supply - - he is 
doomed to failure and a finan­ 
cial loss.

In me past three to four 


years, the Soil Conservation 


Service lias gone to parallel 
terraces. This terrace s y s ­ 


tem leaves the land a d e ­ 
quately protected, and there 


are an equal amount of rows 
between each t e r r a c e . All 


point rows fall at the high and 


low part of the fields. 
No 


point row s are found between 


the terraces. 


Miles of parallel terraces 


have been constructed in our 
District and we feel t h a t a 
great improvement has been 
given to landowners with this 
fine conservation p r a c t i c e . 


Not only is erosion of soil pre­ 
vented, but each acre produc­ 


es more and pays for the con­ 


struction of parallel terraces.

I no longer have 
a capacity to store water and 
because of this it too lias be­ 
come my enemy. 
I don't know how 
much 
longer I can continue to en­ 
dure tills torture without b e ­ 
ing completely destroyed. Per­ 
haps man will some day open 
his eyes. It's not too late yet, 
but his time grows shorter and 
shorter each day. 
One fact remains clear in 
my mind. If I die c I v 11 i za- 
tion dies. My closest friends, 
the Medina VaEey Soil and 
Water Conservation District, 
realize tills and are doing ev­ 
ery tiling witliin their power to 
keep me from perishing, and 
give me new life. They need 
your assistance and coopera­ 
tion. 


Pollution is im portant to 
conservation service 


Pollution Is a never e n d ­ 
ing problem that has Increas­ 
ed with the population "boom” 
and tile spread of new bu s I - 
nesses and industries. T Ii e re 
is seldom a day when we do 
not hear die word "pollution" 
mentioned in conversations, 
on the radio, through the TV 
media, or printed in newspa­ 
pers and otter publications. 
One phase of the pollution 
problem has become an im­ 
portant subject in the area. It 
is connected widi, and 
will 
affect one of the largest busi­ 
ness and industries in 
this 
county-, swine and beef p r o ­ 
duction. 
The Texas Water Quality 
Board personnel are consult­ 
ing with owners and operators 
of feedlot operations on their 
pollution problems. 
Assistance to 
landowners 
with the problem of pollution 
abatement in connection with 
feedlot operations or new pro­ 
posed feedlot plans is one of 
tire many types of services be­ 
ing provided by tte Soil Con­ 
servation Service through the 
Medina Valley Soil and W a- 
ter Conservation District. 
The Soil Conservation 
Service is assisting landowners 
in this work unit, as well as 
adjoining a r e a s , on t h e i r 
feedlot pollution p r o b l e m s . 


This assistance c o n s i s t s of 
practices and measures t h a t 
will fit in w i t h conservation 
of the soil and water. 
T he 
practices may Include: diver­ 
sion terraces to divert all out­ 
side water away f r om 
t h e 
feedlots, diversion t e r r a c e s 
and waterways with vegetated 
channels to carry runoff from 
tile feedlots Into a s t o r a g e 
pond, a pond to store the ex­ 
pected runoff from the f e e d ­ 
lot area for a storm over a 24- 
hour period and a 25-year fre­ 
quency, and the e s t a b l i s h ­ 
ment of p a s t u r e l a n d to be 
used for irrigation using the 
stored runoff waste water. 
The Texas Water Q uali­ 
ty Board has certain require­ 
ments on tte soils and water 
infiltration rates. 
The Soil 
Conservation Service furnish­ 
es the landowners with a plan 
map showing the soil s e r i e s 
found on Ills property. 
They 
do not have tile facilities 
to 
make tests or 
determinations 
on the feasibility of tile soils 
to meet die Texas Water Qua­ 
lity Board specifications, 
Ii 
is tte responsibility of 
th e 
landowner to take his own soil 
samples and have them tested 
in soil laboratories. T te lab­ 
oratories are located in Aus­ 
tin, Nan Antonio, Fort Worth 
and otter cities.

fish and recreation wherever p o s s i ­ 
ble. 


Approximately HOO ponds 
have been constructed in tile 
Medina Valley ^oil Conserva­ 
tion District since tile year 
1949. Throughout the Dis­ 
trict these ponds supply tile 
needed water for l i v e s t o c k 
and wildlife, so essential to 
landowne is. 
Dry weather often fa n d i­ 
caps the water needs of land­ 
owners. 
Rerliaps the greatest loss 
of a pond can be contributed 
to silt and the movement of 
soil from grassland. 
This e- 
rosion of our valuable topsoil 
is very costly to landowners. 
Not only does the erosi on 
lower the production and fer­ 
tility of the grassland, 
but 
fills the ponds with silt t h a t 
allows less capacity for water. 
During the present dry wea­ 
ther, many ponds that are dry­ 
ing up are not inadequate but 
are over-loaded with silt caus­ 
ed by over-grazed grassland. 
Some ponds have Inadequate 
drainage due to other ponds 
being Installed on the same fr­ 
eres of drainage. 
One of the most important 
requirement of a pond is that 
the soil have sufficient c la y 
to contain the water. 
After 
locating a suitable clay, ade­ 
quate drainage should be a- 
v ai la bk to fill the ponds at 
least twice in an a v e ra g e 
yearly rainfall. 
The size of the 
pond 
should be determined by the 
acres of drainage entering the 
pond. 
As near as possible, 
the 
pond should be so located 
as 
to be near the center of the 
pasture to be grazed by live­ 
stock. 
Many times a pipeline can 
be more econo rrical b r i n g - 
ing water from a well or stor­ 
age tank in an adjoining pas­ 
ture.

Determining the 
condition of a range site pro­ 
vides a ne alure of any deteri­ 
oration ti at lias taken place in 


the plant cover, and thereby 


provides i basis for knowing 
the degree to which the com­ 
position of the present p la n t 


community lias departed from 
the origin a1 plant cover.

lent--having 76-100 percent 
of the original plants, Good-- 


having 51-75 percent of the 
ort vinal plants, Fair--having

This range appraisal Is es­ 
sentially an economic and e- 
cologic evaluation of 
range 


resources. 
Putting a range 


site in a c e r t a i n condition 
class enables a r a n c h e r to 
know the capability of differ­ 


ent kinds of rangeland in terms 
of the kind of forage it can 


be expected to produce. This 


allows him to appraise its pres­ 
ent condition in r e l a t i o n to 
the potential that can be ex­ 
pected. 


As range sites and condition 
are determined with the ranch­ 
er. initial stocking rates are 


assigned to each c o n d i t i o n 
class for each site based cm al­ 
lowing livestock to graz e 50 


percent of the available f o r ­ 
age each year.

range condition surveys are 
not used to determine the In i­ 
tial stocking rates, 
based on 


information obtained from

blackbrush, guajilia, persia - 
on, mountain laurel, prick­ 
ly pear, or oak or a combina­ 
tion of tliese are problems in 
many parts of the Medina Val­ 
ley Soil and Water Conserva­ 
tion District. 
Brush not only hamper* 
movement and handl i ng of 
livestock, but also restricts 
the growth of desirable forage 
species. Most brush uses 1500 
to 2000 pounds of water to 
make a pound 
of growth. 
Most of the nat i ve grasses 
such as sidecars grama use on­ 
ly 600 pounds of water for 
each pound of growth. 
The method of brush con­ 
trol to be used on each l o c a ­ 
tion will depend on the ty pe 
of brush, soil type and desired 
results. Cost of control varies 
from about $3. OO per acre for 
aerial spraying to about $3(100 
per acre where dozing, stock­ 
ing and rootplowing are neces­ 
sary. 
Brush is not going to be er­ 
adicated in any one time o p - 
eration. Any farmer or ranch­ 
er carrying out any kind of 
brush control operation should 
be prepared to f oll ow 
the 
treatment to control sprouts 
and new growth. A common 
occurance is often one species 
of brush such as mesquite 
Is 
controlled another spec i es 
such as white brush comes in to 
take its place. To prevent 
this, it is desirable to have 
the first control oper at i on 
leave the ground smooth e- 
nough for a farm tractor and 
shredder to operate and keep 
new growth cut back. 
Thi s 
shredding is usually n e c e ssary 
every two to three years to 
prevent reinfestation of brush. 


Tfie value of brush for wild­ 
life is sometimes exaggerated, 
especially by hunters from the 
city. The size of the 
deer 
and antler development is a 
direct result of the diet of the 
deer. Heavy brush does not 
provide a balanced diet. It is 
true tliat acorns are relished by 
deer but acorns are only availa­ 
ble during a very short period 
each year lf at all. 
A solid 
stand of iiveoaks will only pro­ 
duce about 2000 pounds per 
acre green weight each year. 
This same acre of land is ca­ 
pable of producing 
6000 
pounds of grass. Some browse 
is desirable in the diet 
of 
most grazing animals. This 
amount is small and can be 
supplied by sprouts, shade 
trees and belter belts left es­ 
pecially for wildlife. A well 
planned brush control pattern 
allows for theae protected 
routes and turkey roosting a- 
reas. Many times the deer 
population increases in a pas- , 
lure where brush control has 
been carried out and the deer 
are much easier to harvest in 
a cleared area. 
^ 


Brush control Is only part 
of a good grass management 
program. 
Brush control clears 
the way for grass i m p r o v e ­ 
ment through the use of d e - 
ferred grazing and proper graz­ 
ing use. The increased f o r ­ 
age yields of desirable, 
high 
producing grasses will more 
than pay for the cost of brush 
control through increased pro­ 
duction of livestock. 
The brush problem is caus­ 
ed by overusing grasses allow­ 
ing the brush to invade. Mon­ 
ey spent for brush control may 
be wasted unless it is followed 
by a sound grass management 
program. A dense cover of 
deep-rooted grasses, properly 
grazed will keep the brush 
from getting started.

Winter mon tbs are 
the 
most critical times for dove 
and quail. It is during these 
winter months that the least 
amount of food, c over and 
shelter is found on die a ve r ­ 
age farm in the Medina Va l ­ 
ley Soil and Water Conserva­ 
tion District. 
With the 
end 
of hunting season, most land­ 
owners and sportsmen f orget 
these things are necessary 
to 
provide the abundance of 
game for next hunting season. 
Food for dove and quail can 
be provided easily with very 
little cost. The farmer p r o - 
ducing grain sorghum 
can 
leave a few rows 
along a 
fence line or seed sorghum or 
millet on the odd areas about 
the farm. 
Strips along the fence lines 
in pastures can be disked to 
encourage weeds. The main 
diet for these game birds dur­ 
ing the spring and s u m rn er 
consist of insects. 
During the last summer 


and Water Conservation D i s ­ 
trict has 298, OOO acres need­ 
ing brush control and reestab­ 
lishment of grass.

brush problems and need spot 
treatment and intensive grass 
management.

This is over 
ten times as much water as 
the conservation capacity of 
all the major l akes in the 
state or enough water to f i l l 
Medina Lake 574 times each 
year.

and winter months, weed seeds 
provide the majority of 
the 
food for dove and quail. Cro­ 
ton and partri dge pea are 
weeds that produce an abun­ 
dance of seed that are excel­ 
lent food for these game birds. 
Croton, known locally 
as 
"dove weed" or goat weed, 
can be encouraged in pasture 
areas by disking. 
The Croton and other t a l l 
growing weeds provide 
the 
"escape cover" that quail use 
in order to quickly e s c ape 
predatory birds and animals. 
Areas near shelter areas 
should be disked in the spring 
to encourage Croton. 
Ffermanent shelter coul d 
be scattered through pastures 
or fields. They might consist 
of living shrubbery, fence post 
or brush flies. These 
shelter 
areas provide a roosting place. 
If you plan now to provide 
good escape cover, and shel­ 
ter, you will be rewarded with 
a better hunting season next 
fall. 


A suitable pond properly 
stocked with bass and sunfish 
should provide fishing for four 
or five years, even indefinite­ 
ly. under ideal conditions. A 
pond with suitable y e a r - a - 
round characteristics, stocked 
with channel catfish should 
provide two years of Ashing, 
after a year is allow ed for 
growth. The Bureau will not 
honor request for stocking the 
same pond more often than ev­ 
ery third year except in un­ 
usual situations. Overstocking 
builds a population of stunted 
Ash -- and disappointed fish­ 
ermen. 
Stocking with small fish 
from the hatchery will not be 
considered if there is an exist­ 


ing fish population. Existing 
fish can be removed by drain­ 
ing pond or using a fish t o x l- 
cant. 
For a balanced pond, both 
forage fish (sunfish) and p r e ­ 
dator (bass) should be stocked, 
Channel catfish are not r e c ­ 
ommended for ponds of less 
than one acre when st ocked 
with other species. A com­ 
bination of bass, sunfish and 
channel catfish may be desir­ 
able lf water Is erne surface a- 
cre or more. Channel c a t ­ 
fish may be used for less than 
one acre if no other fish are 
present. Ponds of less than 
1/4 surface acres are not rec­ 
ommended for stocking with 
Ash.
